cular benefit to themselves, T am 
also continually surorised at the 
number of adults who never take 
milk, other than the amount 
they use in tea and other bover- 
ages. plus the aventity given them 
in their food, As many men do 
not like “milk dishes” in the way 
of aweeta they receive even less 
milk than the heathy individual 
who has no particular food pre- 
ferences, 

It should be more yrenerally 
known that milk ix a particular- 
ly valuable. I could almost write, 
indiapensnble, article of diet for 
all, from the infant to the aged. 
It ig 2 wise practice for every- 
one to form the habit of consum- 
ing a certain quantity of mille re- 
gularly each day. 

It must be emphasised that the 
extraordinary value of milk for 
all adnite is not merely due to 
the fact that milk is an excellent 
source of energy, but to the far 
more important one that in, milk, 
we have an exceptionally valu- 
able article of food far superior 
to almost any other foodstulf, 
Milk is the perfect food and one

No other article of diet equals 
milk for its intrinsic value, few 
indeed ean even begin to ap- 
pronch {t. 

It is the excellent quality of 
the protein of milk which makes 
it such an excellent food.

A closer study of the two hand- 
books on recreation and physical 


“fitness Iasued by the Board of 


Education will-not reassure those 
who are beginning to lose faith 
in’ the National’ Fitness Cam- 
paign. Sceptics connected with 
various sports have been saying 
for some time that the Govern- 


ment, having used national fitness - 


as an election cry, have lost in- 
terest in it and are quite pre- 
pared to leave it to the National 
Advisory Council, which in its 
turn does not seem to know where 
to begin. Much has deen fore- 
shadowed, but little, apart from 
local efforts, has yet been done. 

Now come these two books, 
“compiled by the Board of Educa- 


‘tlon’s experts” and intended to 


provide authoritative guidance 
and instruction for organisers, 
teachers, and leaders of physical 
recreation. And on opening the 
first book at the section devoted 
to athletics one finds that the 
instruction is inadequate and in 
places incorrect, and that, instead 
of making athictics attractive to 
the ordinary man, it lays down a 
formidable programme of  exer- 
cises.and gymnastics calculated 
to bore the beginner before he 
has started on the actual running 
and jumping. This hardly seems 
to ‘be the way to attract recruits 
to the outdoor life, and it sug- 
gests that the-board: have been 
badly advised. The ‘chapters on 
indoor physical activities are 
valuable and much needed, but In 
the case of outdoor games one 
could wish that the board would 
concentrate on their real necds 
instend cf producing yet another 
book of instruction, and a poor 
one at that.

great advantages resulting from 
the use of the proper combina- 
tion of foods. , 

A few years ago an eminent 
Russian biologist pointed out that 
the pastoral peasants of the Bal- 
kansas had among them a large 
percentage of uged peoplo. Thi 
he attributed to the fact that they 
soured their milk with a certain 
germ, now cnlled the Bucillus 
Bulgarius, which prevented 
putrefaction of the intestines. To- 
day experts are of the opinion 
that the advanced age and the 
general well-being is to be attri- 
buted to the Jarge quantities of 
milk consumed and not so much 
to the bacillus which sours the 
milk, 

Professor k. V. McCollum gave 
his opinion of the value: o ilk 
in the following manner. “ ‘Yy 
dietary which sims at being com- 
plete and satiafactory must fulfil 
seven .requirements. 

J. It must be palatable. 2. ft 
must be digestible, 3. Its fuel, or 
energy value must be satisfactory 
to meet the daily requirements of 
the human machine. 4. It must 
contain the correct and suitable 

_ecombinations of proteins to, con- 
struct, yeplace and repair the 
tissues of the body in an efficient 
and effective manner. 6. 1t must 
contain the necessary minera's 
in sufficient amounts. 6. It must 
contain in sufficient amounts the 
varioug vitamins so necessary to 
good health. 7. It must eupply a 
sufficient quantity .of water. 

It is a comparatively simple 
matter to ensure the diet contains 
the fulfilment of these require- 
ments, Make certain that it-con- 
tains an adequate amount of 
milk, at least two glasses per day 
for an adult. Then some green 
vegetables and frults, The — re- 
mainder of the diet may then be 
left to the appetite. Should it be 
feared that the addition of so 
much milk to the day's food will 
mean the addition of weight, 
then decrease the quantities of 
bread, sugar, sweets and desserts. 
Because skim milk contains the 
proteins and most of the vitamins 
it is an excellent substitute for 
milk. whole. Milk should also be 
used as much as possible in the 
cooking. Children can have 
twice as much as adults, i.e. ane 
quart daily, And finally, Milk is 
best when taken slowly, it should 
never be drunk as quickly 
ae water.” 

There is no particular vir- 
tue in’ milk which is “fresh 
from the cow. Such — milk 
often contains more living 
germs, which = can oecasion 
sickness, than milk which has 
been correctly treated, In Hong 
Kong it is always advieable te 
take milk that hos been past- 
curised and prepared under proper 
conditions. When fresh milk is 
not obtainable milk powders and 
milk in tins are efficient sub- 
stitutes, :

TUDENTS of the precise in 

the written and apoken word 

ought to be grateful for the in-

The final reality and the 
end of man inust each belong to 
the samo category. The meaning 
of the universe must be of the 
same nature as tho meaning of 
the personality which ia you or 
me. There is a xenac in which it 
fa true that the heart. of the wni- 
verse ia my heart, and that with- 
ont me the whole creation {f null 
and vold. Final reality belonge 
not to the same orfer of things as 
my body and Hmbs; it is not in 
the visible and tangible world 
ahout me. These visible and 
tangible things, the material and 
piysical part of life, are, Indeut 
must be expressions of somethiny 
which is akin to the essence of 
my own personality. 


The Nature 
of God 


According to our human judg- 
ments the .greatest men and 
women are these in whom per- 
sonality is developed to the grent- 
est and highest degree. T must 
therefore conelude that the final 
reality behind 
expressed in the universe, is per- 
sonality carried to an infinite de- 
gree of perfection, expanded to 


the universe and 


an infinite power. But oven this 
power ia of the samo nature as the 
‘power of my own personality: it 
is not mochanfical omnipotence, 
but creative energy. It ig not ar- 
bitrary although {t is purpoalve. 
I cannot deny to this personality 
any qualitics of goodness. or 
groatness J can apprehend and 
appreciate in tho persons { know 


or of whom I have knowledge. I. 


am forced to-assume that He hae 
those same qualities in an infinite 
legree, that God is at least in- 
finitely human. : 


The Limitation 


of Intelligence 

It is necessary to pauso at this 
point, however, and to explain 
that while we may be prepared to 
accept good and evil as valid dis- 
tinctions, we cannot undertake to 
describe in general terma wherein 
thelr difference exists. When I 
am called upon to act, I must in 
every instance, make up my mind 
for mysclf what is the right ac- 
ticn and what the wrong. When- 
ever we try to analyse this uni- 
verre, to sec what it fs, we are 
thrown into an endless and {n- 
soluble riddle, because our human 
intelligence is definitely limited. 

No Individual is completely 
reasoning or reasonnble. We 
have glimpacs of reason, but we 
nre not endowed with, nor have 
we yet achieved, the powers of 
reason lo the full. For example 
our reason has enabled us to con- 
celve the icea of unity which we 
express in the word “one.” But 1 
have no sooner written the word 
“one” than I start upon the pro- 
cess of dividing and subdividing it 
into halves and = quartera and 
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cighths, and so’on, into an inflaite 
numbor of fractions. So also. in 
the moral world, we cannot evade 
the Insoluble riddles which He be- 
hind our acceptance. of good and 
evil as. valid distinctions. 

This limitation of our 
ligenco does not absolve us from 
the tank of: forming some view, of. 
making some attempt to solvo the 
endless problems of the universe 
and our pliaco in ft. And even 
now, we have still to act, and our 
actions not only affect ourselves, 
they‘ affect just'as truly, all other 
people. This condition creates 
what is for us,‘the crucial problem 
of our ‘lives. 


Knowledge 
And Faith 


Our life In thé main is: guess- 
work, From hour to hour . we 
guess our way along. I can say 
for certain that I know that two 
udded to two make four, but I 
cannot say for certain that I know 
that the sun will set to-night and 
that it will rise again to-morrow. 
I know for certain that forever 
and always two sides of a triangle 
are together greater than the 
third aide, but I cannot know with 
absolute certainty that the seed 
which I sow to-day will grow up 
and bear fruit. Certain know- 
ledge is possiblo only in mathe- 
matical abstractions. Elsewhere 
I must guesa, and my, guessing 
which is based upon my own ex- 
perience and the racin) experience 
which I inherit, Ienda me to ex- 
pect that night will follow day, 
and day nighé, and so I base my 
actions on these bellefa, but they 
are beliefs, they are not certain

reality is something akin to our 
own personality, and to all per- 
sonalitics of which we have know- 
tedge, and that it contains all that 
is beat in, them, without Hmit and 
without measure; ; 


¢7—When we meet’ a fellow-human 


being whose personality is ox- 
ceptionally great we call him a 
“genius,” And by “genius” we 
mean an unusual ability to create 
something, to bring into existence 
something which did not exist 
before. Let us in Imagination re- 
move the personality which we 
call Bach, and the personality we 
eall. Shakespeare, let us crase 
them completely from the history 
of mankind, and what happens? 
Life, culture, humanity, is the 
poorer of some of its greatest 
munic and Its truest literature. 
“Even God could not make Stra- 
-divarius’ viollns without Stradi- 
varius,” 

_ It is so in every sphere of 
human activity, music, literature, 
art, scientific invention and dis- 
covery: our deepest instincts and 
our facultics at thelr purest and 
highest aro always creative and 
constructive; even our instinct of 
self-preservation which has caused 
so much'death and destruction, is 
designed for construction, for the 
increase of life and not for. 
decrease. Thus personality, in its 
entirety, and at its highest, is 
always creative, and bocause of 
that fact, it is safo and reasonable 
to nsaume, as did the writer of 
Genesis, that God is supremely 
engaged In the work of creation. 


Creatureliness 


in our natures to regard ourselves 
as creatures of something which 
{fs higher and greater than our- 
selves, and surely that something 
higher than ourselves must at the 
Jenst, share the nature of our own 
personality. If man at his high- 


.| est is porsonality, gonius, then S* 


is right to assumo that hls Creator 
must be more than that, and sinc 
the function of the Creator is 
creation, man at his. highest must 
share this function in some in- 
finitely small way. Tho true end 
of man then, tho truest. objective 
of his Uving must be to bring in- 
to being on his own . initiative 
something which was not in exis 
tenco before. 

It is part of our creatureliness 
to expect things from God, John 
Keats writes in his pocm 
Hyperion, “there shall be beautl- 
ful things made new for tho sur- 
prise of the sky-children.” That 
is pectic expression of the faith 
of the spiritual mind—it is indeed, 
a lovely thought, but tho best ana 
greatest of all “beautiful things” 
aro the things which the “sky 
children” make new for themselves, 
and their highest delight lics iu 
the making of them. The purest 
expression and pleasure of the 
‘spiritual mind is in creation. Be- 
:cause this Is'truc, although we 
icannot define what goodness ‘is, we 
ifecl that it must be something 
‘which is creative, and although we 
also fail ta define evil, or even to 
say why it should exist, we {fce! 
that it is something which ‘spoils 
or impedes creation, B cutee . 
The Meaning 
of Creation’: : 

Creation, or construction, by in- 
telligent minds, always implics a 
purpose or a design. Our intel- 
ligence, limited though it is, can- 
not conceive.. intelligent creation 
withouf.a play or purposc, I can- 
not conceive a tiéative God Who 
{x not inspired by a design. And 
when Ho calla creatures Nke me 
into existence, He docs 80 in ordor 
that I ‘may share in His work of 
creating. And‘lf-Ho-mcans me to 
sharo fn that work intelligently I
